PARNELL UTTERLY DEPRESSED.

A TALK WITH FORSTER’S SON.

MANIFESTO TO THE IRISH PEOPLE. 
Lonpon, May 8.—The following 
manifesto of the Land League was 


adopted yesterday afternoon at a hur- 
riedly summoned meeting at the West- 
minster Palace Hotel : 

To the People of Ireland: On the 
eve of what seemed a bright future for 
our country, that evil destiny which 
has apparently pursued us for centuries 
has struck at our hopes another blow 
which cannot be exaggerated in its 
disastrous consequences. In this hour 
of sorrowful gloom we venture to 

give expression to our profound sym- 

cathe with the people of Ireland 
fn the calamity that has befallen 
our cause through this horrible 
deed, and with those who determined 
at the last hour that a policy of concil- 
iation should supplant that of terror- 
ism and national distrust. We earnestly 
hope that the attitude and acts of the 
Irish people will show to the world that 
this assassination, such as has startled 
us almost to the abandonmont of our 
country’s future is deeply and religi- 
ously abhorrent to their every feeling 
and instinct. We appeal to you to 
show by every manner of expression 
that amidst the universal feeling 
of horror which this assassination 
has excited, no people feel the same 
detestation of its atrocity, or so deep 
sympathy with those whose hearts 
must be seared by it, as the nation 
upon whose pros rity and reviving 
hopes it may entail consequences more 
ruinous than those that have fallen to 
the lot of unhappy Ireland during the 
present generation. We feel that no 
act that has ever been perpetrated in 
this country during the exciting strug- 
gies of the past fifty years has so stain- 
ed the name of the hospitable Ireland 
as this cowardly and unprovoked as- 
sassination of a friendly stranger, and 
that until the murderers of Cavendish 
and Burke are prought to justice that 

-stain will sully our country’s name.

A Retrospective view by our Reg- 
ular Correspondent. 


Present and Past—A Falling Of—The Scale 
turning Favorably Again 
What they are Doing. 


Eprton Anaheim is a place of 
sufficient importance to be represented 
in the press of the county seat. For a 
long time you have had no correspond- 
ent from this part of the county, and 
the outside world has known little of 
our condition and of our daily doings, 
save that portion which subscribes to 
our excellent home paper. We believe 
events are constantly transpiring here 
that would be of interest to not only the 
other residents of our eounty but to the 
great mass of immigrants now pouring, 
and who will continue to pour, into this 
the fairest section of our fair State. We 
have been requested, and we propose tu 
send you a semi-weekly or weekly letter 
giving all the items of interest and im- 
portance which shall transpire in Ana-" 
hein and vicinity, and in so doing we 
shall be careful to note nothing but hard 
facts, believing that they will speak 
strongly for themselves. Misrepresen- 
tation and exagyeration may triumph 
and flourish for a time, but, sooner or 
later, the relapse will come, and the 


condition of things will be worse than 
before. In this, our first letter, allow 
us the space to review briefly our 


PRESENT AND PAST 


Condition. For the past three years 
this community has not only remained 
at a standstill as regards industries and 
enterprises, but has fallen off consider- 
ably in population. The Arizona ex- 
citement three years ago attracted many 
of our best citizens from our midst, and 
later New Mexico and Texas further 
drained our population; many left to 
work in various capacities on the new 
Southern railroad; two indifferent, if 
not bid seasons, with a scarcity of irri- 
gating water, drove many more desira- 
ble families to other parts. During all 
this time immigration from the East 
and North was small, and what did 
come was attracted to other sections. 
Our condition during that time was 
indeed not to be envied, and the wonder 
is that so soon and with so little- effort 
is the old-time energy and activity be- 
ginning to smile upon us. It is said 
that ‘‘truth and worth will assert itself’’ 
—here we may look for the new inter- 
est and attention being directed to this 
locality. Our population has comprised 
chiefly a class who, while industrious f 
and hospitable, 
live in peace and comfort in a manner 
retired from the rest of the world, not 
caring to invite the establishment of 
enterprises and industries other than 
those inseparably connected with wine- 
making. Within the last few months 
our population has received the addi- 
tion of several citizens of public-spirited 
and enterprising character who bore in 
mind that this is an age ef progress; 
that if we stand idly and indifferently 
by while our neighbors are up and 
stirring, we must expect but to be left 
behind in the race. 


FOUR YEARS AGO 


Anaheim was the second place in the 
county in population and importance, 
and second in Southern California in 
future prospects; it has been obliged to 
take a third place in our own county. 
All this is again changing. During the 
past four months many strangers have 
settled among us, buying land and set- 
ting out hundreds of acres in trees and 
vines. New land has been broken up, 
fences and outbuildings put up without 
number, and several substantial dwell- 
ings erected; our largest hotel has been 
thoroughly overhauled and repaired and 
a cement walk put down in front; a ca- 
pacious brick block is under course of 
construction, and several business 
places have been altered and refitted. 
These, in an older community, would be 
reckoned as small things; with us, it 
means the beginning of a movement 
which wil] at no distant day develop into 
an old-time activity and place us as of 
yore as second in ee in the 
county. 


WHAT WE ARE DoIne! 


Mr. Schindler last week commenced 
preparations to burn a kiln of two hun- 
dred thousand bricks near the old lum- 
ber yard, all the spare brick in town 
having been taken up for use on the new 
block. Mr. A. Langenberger has just 
completed a private dwelling in the 
county, and the grounds are being laid 
out in a very tas‘y manner. 

All our desirable houses have been 
rented to newcomers and sevcral times 
families have been unabie to find places 
to stop at other than the hotcls. 

Our fellow-townsman, P. D. Garde- 
meyer, has leased the Santiago oak 
grove forthe season, and on May Day 
gave the first of a series of picnics con- 
templated for the summer. The attend- 
ance was the largest ever assembled 
there, although the day was foggy or 
cloudy throughout. The Anaheim Brass 
Band furnished good music for the occa- 
sion, and besides the usual games and 
amusements a floor had been erected for 
the use of dancers. In the afternoon a 
match game of base ball was played be- 
tween the Orange and Los Angeles 
clubs, which resulted ina victory for 
the invincible Orange boys by a score of 
15 to 10. We have understood Mr. 
Gardemeyer is well pleased with the re- 
sult of his venture. 

The crops in this section will be light 
in some cases, but while smaller than 


larger than was expected at the begin- 
ning of the season.
